Sir: 


It seems to me that you are making for yourself unnecessary trouble in the way of 
correspondence, in returning checks and drafts accompanying remittances for minor coin, and it 
is likely that many people will misunderstand such action, while in the end, they will probably 
suffer further delay or at least will so consider, from the return of their drafts. I have therefore to 
suggest that you have a circular printed, acknowledging receipt of drafts, and saying that the 
order will be filled in the order of application, or, at the option of the applicant, the remittances 
will be returned. You might hold the remittances long enough to hear from the drawer, and then 
return or proceed to collect. This matter is within your discretion, but I consider that you run no 
risk by such action as is here suggested.
